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Ford Visits 
With Nixon 
In Hospital 


LONG 
BEACH, Calif. 
(AP) - 
Former President Richard M. Nixon’s 
condition appears to be improved and 
he is to be visited today by President 
Ford. Pat Nixon said, “I can’t think of 
anything that would do him more 
good.” 


Nixon’s doctors said late Thursday 
that he probably will remain on the 
critical list for 24 to 72 hours. They 
said, “There are dangers lurking in the 
background.” 


The doctors said the internal 
bleeding which nearly cost the former 
president his life had apparently 
stopped. New transfusions were or­ 
dered to replace blood lost after 
surger)- last Tuesday for his phlebitis 
condition. 


Ford arrived in IjOs Angeles for a 
political fund-raising dinner Thursday 
evening and it was learned that he 
would visit Nixon at Ix>ng Beach 
Memorial Hospital Medical Center 
early today. 


Presidential Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said Ford talked to Mrs. Nixon 
by telephone Thursday and asked 
whether it would be helpful if he went 
to see Nixon. 


"I can’t think of anything that would 
do him more good,” was Mrs. Nixon’s 
reply, Nessen said. 


The 61-year-old former president 
could have died from the internal 
bleeding that sent him into shock after 
the operation Tuesday, “if proper 
measures had not been taken,” Dr. 
John C. Lungren told a news confer­ 
ence Thursday. 
Lungren, 
Nixon’s 
personal 
physician, and two surgeons who 
operated on the former president did 
not specify when the apparent let-up in 
bleeding took place. The doctors said 
they would monitor Nixon’s condition 
to determine whether the bleeding had 
stopped completely. 
I^ingren said Nixon’s vital signs had 
“pretty much returned to normal.” He 
did not elaborate on his comment

Hens Hold 
Line Against 
Inflation 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Ohio’s 
hens are holding the line against in­ 
flation, an Associated Press super­ 
market survey showed today. 
A dozen medium white eggs sold on 
an average in IO cities for 78 cents 
compared to the 77 cents a similar 
dozen eggs brought just one year ago. 
That’s an increase of 1.3 per cent — 
small potatoes to the 165 per cent in­ 
crease in the cost of five pounds of 
granulated sugar, or peanut butter, or 
detergent or chocolate cookies. 
Sugar’s spectacular price explosion 
reached 167 per cent in the last 12 
months. Five pounds sold on the 
average in the AP survey for $2.14 
today, compared to 80 cents one year 
back. 
The skyrocketing cost of sugar, 
along with sharply higher four costs, 
contributed heavily to a 46 per cent 
hike in the cost of a 14lu-ounce package 
of chocolate cookies. Today’s price 
was 98 cents compared to 67 cents a 
year ago. 
The 12-month increase in the prices 
of peanut butter and detergent was 
only slightly less shocking. 
Twelve ounces of peanut butter, 
which cost 46 cents a year ago, sold 
today for 63 cents on the average, an 
increase of 37 per cent. 
Detergent shot up 31 per cent in the 
year, from 88 cents last Nov. I to $1.15 
today for a 49-ounce package. 
Cities surveyed included Athens, 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, Columbus, 
Conneaut, Lima, Massillon, Port­ 
smouth, Toledo, Van Wert and 
Youngstown. 
The survey marketbasket contained 
16 items—hamburger, chuck roast, 
whole chicken, center cut pork chops, 
milk, margarine, peanut butter, eggs, 
toilet tissue, bread, sugar, potatoes, 
coffee, ^detergent, chocolate chip 
cookies and frozen orange juice. 
There was at least some temporary 
good news for food shoppers. The cost 
of all 16 items edged downward com­ 
pared to a month ago—$17.49 to $17.86, 
a drop of 2.1 per cent. 
Eight of the IO cities showed the dip, 
which ranged from I to 3.5 per cent. 
Snarp declines in some meat cuts 
and a modest cut in egg prices brought 
the price drop. Center cut pork chops 
dropped IO per rent and chuck roast 8 
per cent, while hamburger and fryer 
chickens leveled off at the price of the 
previous month. 
As usual, the big cities didn’t always 
show the highest prices. Most ex­ 
pensive was Portsmouth with a total 
price of $19.39 for the marketbasket, 
compared to $16.41 for Toledo, $17.01 
for Cleveland, $17.36 for Columbus. 
Cheapest was Massillon with a price 
of $15.63. 


Inflation Program Falters 


WASHINGTON I AP) - Three weeks 
after it was proposed, President 
Ford’s anti-inflation program is 
bogged down in public controversy 
over whether its costs will outweigh its 
benefits. 


Although Ford said his program was 
a "grand design” that should be 
considered as a package, it appears 
the proposals requiring congressional 
approval will be voted on only in bits 
and pieces, if at all. 


The only one of Ford’s major 
proposals to have cleared Congress so 
far is his program to make more than 
$7 billion available to the housing in­ 
dustry to help lower home mortgage 
interest rates. 


Two other major features of the 
Ford package, budget reductions and a 
5 per cent surtax on a single taxpayer’s 
income over $7,500 or family income 
above $15,000, have gone nowhere. 
Both have aroused fears in Congress 
they would worsen the nation’s current 
economic decline. 
Ford’s chief economic spokesman, 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon, 
has changed his tactics slightly in 
defending the Ford program. He’s 
been saying in recent speeches that the 
program will deal with the economic 
downturn at the same time it works to 
restrain rampant inflation. 
And in a speech to the National Press 
Gub Thursday, Simon even said the 
program "will preserve the free enter-, 
prise system that I believe is essential 
to our future growth.” 
But while the administration still is 
pushing hard publicly, some key ad­ 
ministration economists believe there 
won’t be any surtax unless the income 
level is raised, possibly as high as 
$25,000 for a family. 
But 
even 
a 
seemingly 
non­ 
controversial Ford proposal to issue 
special citations to business and labor 
unions that show restraint in wage and 
price behavior has run into trouble. 
Arch Booth, president of the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce, refused 
recently to support the plan and 
walked out of a meeting of the 
President’s Citizens’ Action Com­ 
mittee to Fight Inflation, of which he is 
a member. 
What’s more, some administration 
economists concede there are con­ 
tradictions in some aspects of the 
program, including suggestions by 
Ford that the government might con­ 
sider issuing special so-called WIN 
bonds that would bear a higher interest 
rate than savings bonds. 
Such a bond, they say, likely would 
attract more funds away from the 
savings and loan associations that 
support the housing industry. 
One Treasury economist, who did 
not want to be quoted by name, also 
said it was unfortunate that some of 
Ford’s remarks have been interpreted 
as encouraging Americans to spend 
less and save more, since reduced 
spending on top of already declining 
retail sales could only hurt the 
economy more. 
But in his Oct. 14 Kansas City 
speech, Ford did urge that Americans 
balance their family budgets, postpone 
unnecessary borrowing, and save as 
much money as they can — all steps 
that could lead to lower consumer 
spending.

—His proposal for Congress to set a 
$300-billion budget ceiling for the 1975 
fiscal year has passed the House, but 
not the Senate.

next week to persons who have mailed 
in pledges to help to control inflation. 
In addition to these, Simon indicated 
in a television interview Thursday 
night that if the President’s plan to 
reduce oil imports by one million 
barrels a day by the end of next year 
through voluntary efforts doesn’t 
begin to show results within the next 
three months, then some mandatory 
reductions may be imposed.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz has opened a 
food conference by telling participants 
not “to flail the middleman,” while a 
fellow Cabinet officer was announcing 
administration intent to probe that 
segment of the food industry. 


Butz issued his plea as he opened the 
conference on food productivity, costs 
and prices Thursday. Elsewhere in 
Washington, however, Treasury Sec­ 
retary William E. Simon was saying 
the administration was ready to battle 
the food industry middleman, in­ 
cluding refiners, canners and the 
packaging and transportation in­ 
dustries. 


“With times as difficult as they are, 
we cannot permit one segment of the 
economy to reap unjust enrichment at 
the expense of everyone else,” Simon 
said in discussing the administration 
plans at a National Press Club lun­ 
cheon. 


Simon said he was concerned that 
farm prices have 
been 
falling 
generally while consumer food prices 
have been increasing. He said the 
administration’s efforts will begin with 
the sugar industry and that he had 
ordered public hearings on sugar 
prices by the Council of Wage and 
Price Stability. 


Simon said that all facets of the 
sugar industry will be looked at, in­ 
cluding the price of raw sugar as it 
compares with the refined product, 
and he said: 
“When we get all the facts, we will 
take whatever action is warranted.” 


Storms Rage 
Over Texas 
W ith Floods

At Killeen, Tex., where seven inches 
of rain turned Nolan Creek into a 
raging torent, Army LL Charles R. 
May was drowned when he was swept 
from a bridge. 
Six inches fell in two hours at Port 
l^avaca, Tex., stalling traffic in the 
flooded streets. 
Elsewhere, cloudy skies stretched 
from the Northern Rockies to the New 
England states and rain fell over much 
of the area. 
Over the Northern Rockies and 
Plains, rain turned to snow at some 
spots where temperatures dropped 
below freezing. Lewistown, Mont., 
reported two inches of snow on the 
ground, while Craig, Colo, reported 
one inch. 
Dense fog blanketed southwest 
Alabama and northwest Florida, and 
travelers’ advisories were issued. 
Early morning fog also covered parts 
of the Northeast. 
West of the Rockies, clouds and 
scattered showers dominated the 
weather picture, while clear skies 
extended from the Southern Rockies 
and Plains into Kansas and Missouri. 
The mid and lower Atlantic Coast 
states and the Tennessee Valley also 
reported cloudless skies. 
Early morning temperatures ranged 
from 27 at Alamosa, Colo., to 77 at the 
Naval Air Station at Corpus Christi,

Nixon has been subpoenaed by 
defendant John D. Ehrlichman, whose 
lawyers say Nixon’s account is vital if 
their client is to receive a fair trial. 
Sirica already has indicated he will 
appoint a team of three doctors to 
examine Nixon. If they recommend 
that Nixon not be required to testify, 
defense sources indicate Ehrlichman 
is likely to renew his requests for a 


separate trial, pending an

provement in Nixon’s health. 
Another complication still unknown 
to the jury is the impact of the illness of 
David Bress, the attorney for defen­ 
dant Robert C. Mardian Bress report­ 
edly was examined at a hospital 
Thursday and one defense lawyer said 
he "has a serious problem.” 
The same defense lawyer said Bress’ 
assistant, Thomas C. Green, has

Harsha Seeks 
End To Export 
O f Fertilizer 


“ If the federal government wants 
Am erican 
farm ers 
to 
expand 
production,” 
claim ed 
Ohio 
Congressman William 
H 
Harsha, 
then it better stop shipping the fer­ 
tilizer they need to meet this challenge 
to other countries.” 
The Ohio lawmaker charged that 
exporting fertilizer m aterials is 
causing a dual problem for the farmer. 
“ Not only does this aggravate the 
growing shortage of these important 
commodities but it also drives up the 
price of what is available to exorbitant 
rates,” he said. 
According to Department of Com­ 
merce findings, fertilizer material 
inventories are much lower than last 
year and the price for all fertilizers has 
gone up drastically, in some cases 
rising up to 146 per cent in just one 
year’s time. 
“ Unfortunately, the farmer isn’t the 
only one who suffers in this situation,” 
Harsha 
charged. 
“ Increased 
production costs for the farmer wind 
up in increased food prices on the 
supermarket shelves. And as every 
consumer knows, those continually 
rising food prices are a major factor in 
the ever growing cost of living. 
“ If all fertilizer exports were 
stopped, as I believe they should be, 
then fertilizer prices would un­ 
doubtedly drop to a more realistic 
level and that would be good for both 
the farmer and consumer. It makes no 
sense at all,” Harsha concluded, “ to 
continue exporting valuable materials 
which are in short supply in America, 
particularly when they maintain a 
vital link to our agricultural produc­ 
tion and our struggle against in­ 
flation.”

“ We have observed that 50 
per cent of the bleeding ulcers,

Dear Editor: 
In all of the opinion polls the crisis of 
everyday living, the escalating exists, 
rank as the most serious problem. This 
is now so for all sections of the 
population. 
The realization that the crisis of 
everyday living—the shortages, the 
inflation—is not a momentary passing 
phase, is beginning to make waves in 
mass consciousness. There is a rising 
mass anger. There is an accumulation 
of explosive bottled-up frustrations, 
not quite knowing where to strike first. 
Our economy is a complex mixture 
of the continuing high rate of leaking 
inflation, blended with stagnation and 
parts of a recession. It is a blending of 
five parts inflation, three parts 
economic stagnation and two parts 
recession. That is potentially an ex­ 
plosive mixture. 
But, as we have said in the past, 
inflation is becoming more and more 
an institutionalized process. It has 
become an added feature to every 
economic transaction. 
In a sense, the pressures toward 
inflation and the pressures toward 
recession have become a new con­

for

The out-of-town 
----- 
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predecessor, Mr. Nixon. It takes 
measures geared to slow down in­ 
flation; and it takes measures that 
promote inflation. But these measures 
have a definite class basis. 
The measures that are geared to 
slow down inflation are measures the 
wage earners and the people have to 
pay for through a lower standard of 
living. The measures that fire up in­ 
flation are geared to increase cor­ 
porate profits. And they do. So the 
contradictory measures run clearly 
along dividing the people against those 
who have and those who have not, the 
basis of upheaval. The capitalistic 
economists try to make it appear that 
the people must choose either a con­ 
tinuing inflation or a recession. As far 
as present-day capitalism is concerned 
it doesn’t even give that choice. We 
have both inflation and development 
toward recession. The wage earners 
must reject all of these alternatives. 
Such alternatives are motivated by 
maximum corporate profits. They are 
both geared to making the people pay 
for the crisis of the unqualified present 
leadership. The Republican and 
Democratic candidates coming up for 
election failed in their campaign to 
raise their fingers against the oil 
giants, or to tell the truth to the 
American people. These candidates 
are good only at attacking each other— 
Democrats vs. Republicans. Not one of 
these politicians spoke on behalf of the 
working 
people, 
the 
small 
businessmen, the hard hit farmers or 
the elders.

Our son fractured his leg above the 
knee. He is in a cast, and will remain in 
it for a long time. When it finally heals, 
will his leg be shortened or affected in 
any way? 
Mrs. J.R.V., Va. 
Dear Mrs. V.: 
Uncomplicated “simple” fractures 
heal remarkably well. A “simple” 
fracture does not necessarily mean an 
“unimportant” one. 
The distinction between a “simple” 
fracture and a “compound” fracture is 
technical. A simple fracture is one in 
which fragments of bone have not 
broken through the skin. 
A compound fracture is one in which 
the fragments of bone have broken 
through the outer skin. 
In both types of fractures, simple 
and compound, the healing process 
depends on the amount of damage 
done to the muscles and the 
surrounding tissues and on how well 
the bone edges can be brought 
together. 
In some instances, fractures heal 
very slowly (“delayed” healing). In 
other cases, there may be non-union of 
bone, which requires surgical in­ 
tervention. 
Fractures of the thigh bone, or 
femur, such as your son has, usually 
heal well and rarely interfere with 
normal function. 
Only occasionally is the length of the 
limb affected. This may occur if a 
fracture involves the ends of bone 
where a small area, the epiphysis, is 
located. This anatomical area is 
responsible for the growth of long 
bone. 
After your son’s cast is removed, the 
muscles will be thinner and seem to be 
“wasted.” This is known as the

PORT CLINTON, Ohio (AP)-O hio 
Natural Resources Director William 
Nye is threatening to seek kidnaping 
charges against crewmen of the 
Canadian fishing vessel the Giffside in 
the latest clash between state wildlife 
agents and Canadian fishermen. 
State officials charge that the 
Cliffside crew took wildlife agent 
Gerald C. Scott, 32, of Port Hinton 
back to Canada with them after he 
tried to arrest the crew for illegally 
fishing in Ohio waters. 
Scott said members of the Giffside's 
five-man crew scuffled with him when 
he boarded the boat off North Bass 
Island in Ijike Erie to try to make an 
arrest. 
Two Ohio wildlife boats pursued the 
Giffside through thick fog 30 miles 
across the lake to Kingsville, Ont., 
state officials reported. 
Meanwhile, Ohio officials had called 
the F B I, the U.S. Coast Guard, the 
State Department and Canadian 
authorities. 
Scott said he was released unharmed 
when Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
and other authorities met the Giffside 
at Kingsville. 
Scott said he and another agent, 
Paul Wynn, had been checking the 
area east of North Bass Island because 
of reports of illegal fishing there. 
He said he saw the Giffside with its 
nets being worked in Ohio waters. 
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When the Canadian boat spotted the 
wildlife craft, it sped north, Scott said. 
He said he tried to halt the Giffside 
by positioning his boat in front of it but 
said the Giffside “ kept right on 
coming.” 


He said he pulled out of the way, then 
went alongside, boarded the Giffside 
while both boats were moving and told 
the crew they were under arrest. 
Scott identified the captain of the 
Giffside as Elm er L. Simpson of 
Kingsville.

NEW YORK (A P) - First the good 
news. General Motors, which will sell 
perhaps $30-billion worth of goods to 
the world during the next year, has 
stated it plans no more increases on its 
1975 automobile models. 
For a company of such size — it is 
the largest manufacturing enterprise 
in the world — such a statement is 
extraordinary, especially since GM al­ 
ready is under price pressure from its 
suppliers and others. 
In taking its stand, the company 
introduces a degree of stability into an 
uncertain atmosphere. 
Among other things, the move 
reassures car buyers that they need 
not rush into the market now in order 
to avoid higher prices in months to 
come, thus reducing the fear of the 
future as a cause of inflation. 
It all but compels competitors to 
maintain sim ilarly stable pricing 
programs. It offers an example by 
which other companies can measure 
their own prices. It might even impose 
a moral restraint on GM suppliers. 
In summary, it might not have the 
impact of a move by the Federal 
Reserve Board or the Ford ad­ 
ministration budget makers, but its 
impact cannot be underestimated 
either. 
GM last year sold $35.8 billion of 
cars, diesels, air-conditioners, bat­ 
teries, trucks, buses, refrigerators, 
construction items and other products. 
It buys hundreds of millions of dollars 
of glass, rubber, steel. Its employment 
never has fallen below 660,000 in the 
past decade. 
It is the most powerful corporation in 
the world, and its impact is felt not 
only by every American but by 
millions abroad. 
% 
And now the bad news. 
While GM is thus making its con­ 
tribution to the anti-inflation effort, it 
is simultaneously preparing for and 
reacting to a major downturn in the 
U.S. economy. It will be buying less, 
selling less, employing fewer workers 
and earning less. 
It cannot earn the same as a year 
ago, in fact, unless it pares its costs. It 
claims already to be absorbing HOO of 
increased costs since 1975-model 
prices were announced. 
Corporate officers announced a 
week ago that current income has been 
“ adversely affected by rapidly rising 
costs, reduced volume, and by 
strikes,’’ the latter occurring mainly 
at suppliers. 
If it already has decided to avoid 
higher prices as a route out of this 
earnings predicament, its only other 
choice is to cut costs. In good times this 
can be done by increasing sales, but 
that option also has been closed. 
In summary, GM must retrench, and 
that means everyone associated with 
GM must think about cutting back—its 
suppliers, 
employes, 
dealer-dis- 
tributors, rail and motor carriers, 
advertisers, 
and 
maybe 
even 
recipients of GM dividends.

“ And that’s not all. We got 
some new electronic gear — 
it’s a pocket calculator that 
works when you clean the lint 
away — helping us with our 
voter profile analysis.” 
He said the analysis meas­ 
ures whether the voter was 
prone or upright in the booth. 
He decided to use it, he ad­ 
ded, after charges in the last 
election that Welby Tidball, a 
m ayoral candidate, 
was 
buying uncommitted voters 
shots of redeye on election 
day. 
Everett said he plans to 
have Mrs. Barry Foon on 
hand as 
a 
guest com­ 
mentator, even though she’s 
new to broadcast journalism. 
“ She’s the secretary for the 
circuit court clerk and she’s 
got a pretty good idea of 
whether the county will go 
Republican, Democrat, in­ 
dependent or just plumb 
crazy,” he explained. 
He said her commentary 
will focus on various “ high 
interest’’ races, such as the 
ones for sheriff, circuit court 
judge, constable and county 
commission chairman.

for five years to be collected for the
